POWEES AEE TEYING- TO STOP IT,

London, Apvil 20.—In 
spite of the 


fact that the hostilities ou the Greek 
frontier have caused but little excite- 
ment here, communications have been 
in progress between the foreign office 
and Rome, France and Athens. 


It ia reported that among other mat- 


ters considered is the expediency -of 
ordering the international fleets to 
leave Cretan waters and to go in the 
direction of Salonica and the Darde- 
nelles to watch the fighting, with a 
view to localizing it, i£ necesary, by 
naval intervention. 


Should this suggestion, which is un- 


derstood to emanate from the Italian 
foreign office, be anted upon, it is prob- 
able that only half the fleet of foreign 
warships would he withdrawn for such 
a purpose, the other half remaining to 
continue the Cretan blockade. 


There is saiil to be a sharp difference 


of opinion between the military pow- 
ers, Russia, Austria-Hungary and Ger- 
many, and the maritime powers, Great 
Britain, France and Italy, as to the 
most expeditious and 
least violent 


methods of compelling a cessation of 
hostilities .should this result 
not be 


reached by the exercise o£ diplomatic 
pressure at Athens and 
Constanti- 


nople. The likelihood Is that the force 
to be employed by Europe, if a resort 
to force becomes necessary, would be 
by sea, as the contingencies of mili- 
tary Intervention might be more seri- 
ous than the hostilities now in prog- 
ress. 


It is reported at the forcgn office 


that the communication received here 
from the Marquis of Salisbury, after 
his interview with Queen Victoria at 
Nice support the theory that the Brit- 
ish government is using its utmost en- 
ergy to persuade both the combatants 
to make a cassation of the conflict at 
the stage which it has now reached. 


M. Hanotaux, who received 
the 


Greek minister to France, is under- 
stood to have assured him that while 
Fran.ce could not tolerate the indefinite 
prolongation of war and would never 
consent to any essential modification • 
of the existing territories of Greece 
and 
Turkey, she would continue for 


the present her policy, of noninterven- 
tion, except so far as intervention 
might be necessary to prevent the 
spread of the contest to other combat- 
ants. 


The situation on the frontier 
has 


not, according to the latest advices, 
been materially modified. Both 
the 


Turks and the 
Greeks are 
resting 


from the tremendous exertions of Fri- 
day, Saturday and Sunday. The troops 
of Edhem Pasha were fatigued 
and 


hungry when the fire slackened. Most 
of them flung themselves down where 
they stood on the bare ground to sleep. 
The Turkish commander-in-chief pru- 
dently decided to allow his army to 
rest. 


As details come in it becomes more 


and more apparent that the fighting in 
Mllouna pass was of the most stub- 
horn and savage character. , The Turks 
fought like devils and the Greeks re- 
sisted in the spirit of their ancestors. 


The most inexplicable fact in con- 


nection with the Whole engagement is 
the compartively small number o? 
killed. All the special correspondents 
agree to this. The Turks appear to 
have fired as wildy with their rifles at 
Mllouna pass as they did at Arta, 
where the fighting consisted of an ar- 
tillery duel between the rival batteries 
on each side of the river, lasting about 
four hours in the 
afternoon. 
There 


they fired only one out of flv« shots 
with any effect.

Theso factional organs fight on the sur- 
face, but underneath thora is an under- 
standing by which each is to hold np 
as many widows, orphans and un- 
fortunates as possible. 
Because the 


law says the sheriff may pay such 
papers as the Enquirer §1.30 per inch 
for the first insertion and 65 cents per 
inch for each subsequent insertion, it 
never contemplated a condition of 
things iu which such weekly papers as 
the Press, Trilmne or Blade should do 
the same. 
It. is robbing under tho 


forms of law. 
It is an outrage on pub- 


lic decency, a travesty on justice and 
a blot on popular government. We 
don't believe there really is a more 
generous man in the county 
than 


Sheriff Rickey, yet, here is a damnable 
wrong he permits 
these 
factional 


organs to perpetrate. 
It ia no leas a 


moral crime, because the law winks at 
it and a sworn public officer permits it. 
Onr temple of justice has rather be- 
come a place where citizens are robbed 
than a place of justice. 
Nearly $400, 


000 of the people's 
money 
passes 


through our court house after being ab- 
stracted from the pockets of our people. 
Much of this waste is due to tho fac- 
tional warfare going on in the Republi- 
can ranks. 
For each of the last four 


years the expenditures have exceeded 
those of 1892 on an average of $55,000, 
and in the face of this fact the debt has 
been reduced 
but a few thousand. 


Local extravagance is a greater hard- 
ship than all other burdens. Is it not 


23.2 grains of gold will still be worth

But has gold never changed in 


value? How can you tell? Quit weigh- 
ing it by itself. 
Quit measuring gold 


with gold if you want to know whether 
it has changed. 
Well, let ns measure 


gold with silver. 
Twenty-five years 


ago we would put a gold dollar on one 
end of the scales and 371^ grains of 
silver on the other end, and each would 
be worth almost the same as the other, 
but now to balance the gold dollar yon 
will have to pnt more than 700 grains 
of silver on the other end. One or both 
have changed. Gold and silver bullion 
are not relatively the same value to 
each other as they were ten, fifteen or 
twenty-five years ago. 
Which' has 


changed in value? How can we find 
out? Well, possibly both have changed, 
but let us take the silver off the scales 
and put something else on and see 
whether it and gold, like silver ana 
gold, have changed as to each other. 
Twenty yeais ago we would pnt a gold 
dollar on one end of the balances and 
about three pecks of wheat on the 
other end and they^onld^jbalance, now 
wo must put six pecks, of wheat on 
to balance the gold in value. 
Then 


gold and wheat have changed in value 
relatively in twenty years. 
Take the 


wheat offi and try cotton. 
It, too, as 


compared with gold is not what it was 
a few yp!\rs ago. 
Try farm 
land, 


horses, 1 b i, wool, hogs, everything 
almost thiic labor touches and all re- 
quire more put on the scales to equal1 
the gold dollar. 
Have all these things 


changed in value or might it 
not 


possibly bo that gold had changed? If 
instead of using gold as the balance 
weight in weighing other things, we 
had nsed silver it would not take 
much less or more wheat on the other 
end of the balance than in former 
years. If silver had been onr standard 
of value all these years instead of gold 
then wheat, laud, wool, horses, cotton, 
labor and stock wonld still bo selling 
at about the old price. 
The man who 


owes $1,000 contracted in 1875 could 
pay it just as easy now as then. 
His 


farm products would be bringing about 
the same prices. 
To pay §25 tax it 


would take 110 more labor or farm pro- 
ducts than years ago. 
So, silver com- 


pared with 
productions, 
baa 
not 


changed so much as gold. 
If we com- 


pare gold with itself we say it has not 
changed, but that wonld be equivalent 
to saying that a bushel of wheat will 
buy as much wheat DOW as it would 
twenty years ago. 
But if you compare 


gold with all other things, it will bring 
more of all of them than twenty, ten 
or Qve years ago. 
Why? Because gold 


is growing dearer every day. 
More 


countries are using it as the standard 
of value. 
The demand for it is in- 


creasing beyond the increase in its 
supply. 
Gold £will still grow dearer 


aud all the way we will be able to de- 
tect it will be by getting fewer dollars 
for what we sell. 
We will give more 


sweat, toil and labor nest yoar^to get a 
dollar than we do this year. 
How are 


we going to pnt an end to this appreci- 
ation in gold? Only two ways to do 
it. 
Discover and dig out in one year 


as much gold as has been mined in .the 
last one hundred years. 
That much 


gold thrown onto the markets would 
make gold grow cheaper rapidly. 
How 


would we know it? 
Why, everything 


wonld bring more gold. 
Prices would 


go up. 
But yon Bay we can't produce 


that much gold in one year, nor in a 
great many years. 
In fact we can't 


increase gold as fast aa business and 
the growth of the demand for gold in- 
creases. 
Well, there is one other way 


to make gold begin to get 
cheaper. 


Take some other metal and make it do 
precisely what gold is doing now. 
Turn all the silver dollars in the world 
into gold dollars at one act. 
There is 


as much silver in the Jworld as gold. 
I£ some alchemist could discover a plan 


who has 37 % grains of silver may bring 11 
it to the mint and have a legal tender 
dollar made of it; at once every holder 
of 3?K grains of silver will have the 
same privilege as the holder of 23 2 
grains of gold and both will 'be equal. 
Both will be a legal tender dollar; both 
will be a 100 cent dollar; both will be 
a gold dollar, or both will be a silver 
dollar. 
Then the supply of 100-cent 


standard 
of value dollars will be 


doubledjjin the world and the thing, 
dollar will begin to buy less—that is, 
price of labor and products will ad- 
vance. Then peep out from your win- 
dows and you will see the advance 
agent of prosperity at your door wait- 
ing to trade his depreciating gold and 
silver dollars for your appreciating 
land, horses, wool, cotton and labor. 
Then yon will not have merely the 
promise of prosperity but the thing 
itself.

Ihe Highest judicial Tribunal of the Na- 


tion Siutalna the Ohio Courts In Con- 
nection With the Legal Proceedings 
T»lcen ITJ the Strike of the Aun Arbor 
Bullrpaa Employe*. 
Washington, April 20.—The supreme 


court affirmed, in an opinion delivered 
by Justice Brown, the decision of the 
circuit court of appeals for the Sixth 
circuit in the case of the petition of 
James Lennon for a writ of habeas 
corpus. 


Lennon was a locomotive engineer 


on the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern railroad and as such refused 


- to haul the cars of the Toledo, Ann 


Arbor and Lake Michigan Railroad 
company In disobedience of an order 
of the circuit court of the northern dis- 
trict of Ohio, because the engineers of 
the Ann Arobr road were on a strike 
and those of the other line were in 
sympathy with them. Lennon was ar- 
rested and a fine of $50 imposed. 


This occurred-in the circuit court for 


the northern district of Ohio. He im- 
mediately presented a petition 
for a 


writ of habeas corpus which was suc- 
cessively denied by the courts 
below 


and their action sustained by the su- 
preme court. The case originated in 
1893 and attracted wide attention. 


Justice Brown in rendering the opin- 


ion said that the only question raised 
In the case is whether the circuit court 
exceeded its jurisdiction In holding 
Lennon for contempt, the 
supreme 


court not being at liberty to consider 
the testimony or to inquire whether 
the facts ju-tined the action. 


He said that the fact that Lennon 


was not a party to the original suit 
for an injunction was immaterial so 
long as it was made to appear that he 
had notice of the issuing of an injunc- 
tion by the court, which it appeared 
from the testimony he had. 


No attempt, says the opinion, was 


made to interfere with Lennon's con- 
tract with his own company or to com- 
pel the continuance of his services. 


It was not necessary, the court said, 


to decide whether an engineer may 
suddenly without notice quit the ser- 
vice of a railroad company between 
stations, though cases might be imag- 
ined where a sudden abandonment of 
a trainload of passengers in an unfre- 
quented spot might imperil their safe- 
ty and even their lives. On the ques- 
tion of the injunction, the court says, 
it was proper as it bore solely upon 
the relations of the railway companies 
to each other. 


It was a question fcT the court below 


to determine whether Lennou's action 
in delaying the train five hours at a 
way station was taken in pursuance of 
a determination to abandon the ser- 
vice of the company, or for the pur- 
pose of disobeying the court's injunc- 
tion. 
The finding of the trial court 


was against him on that point, and the 
supreme held that there was no error 
In this.

court decided that the senate commit- 
tee who were investigating the deal- 
ings in the sugar trust stock could 
compel witnesses to testify. The de- 
cision was rendered in the case of Mr. 
Chapman, a recalcitrant witness. 


Brokers Macartney and Seymour, 


Messrs. Havemeyer and Searles of the 
sugar trust, Correspondents E. J. Ed- 
wards of the Philadelphia Press, and 
John S. Shriver of the New York Mall 
and Express, all refused to give testi- 
mony before the investigating commit- 
tee and are affected by the decision. 


The chief justice said the case was 


entirely different from the Kilbourne 
case. "The subject matter as affect- 
ing the senate," he said, "was within 
the jurisdiction of the senate. 
The 


questions were not intrusions into 
the affairs of citizens; they do not 
seek to ascertain any facts as to the 
conduct, methods, extent or details of 
the firm in question, but only whether 
that firm confessedly engaged in buy- 
Ing and selling stocks, and as to the 
particular stock 
named 
was 
it em- 


ployed by any senator to buy or sell 
for him any of that stock whose mar- j 
ket price might, be affected by the sen- 
ate's action. We can not regard these 
questions as amounting to an unrea- 
sonable search into the affairs of wit- 
ness."

Progress of European Hostilities Is Being 


Watclicil With the Keenest Interest by 
the Otlicialn ol the United States—Mili- 
tary Experts Regard tuo Tirrkisli Army 
a.s the More Formidable. 


Washington, April 20.—It has been 


suggested that the president probably 
will be called upon to issue a procla- 
mation of neutrality now that the war 
has begun.between Turkey and Greece. 
The officials have looked into the prece- 
dents in such cases and have conclud- 
ed that the conditions at 
present do 


not require the issue of such a notice. 


The purpose of a neutrality procla- 


mation is to guard American citizens 
against the consequences of infraction 
of the neutrality imposed upon nations 
not party to a war. It does not direct- 
ly concern either of the 
belligerents, 


but is intended to warn American citi- 
zens that if they espouse the cause of 
either combatant they will absolve 
their own country from extending pro- 
tection to them. 


Conditions may arise later on, it 5a 


said at the state department, warrant- 
ing the issue of proclamation, but the 
Americans in Turkey and Greece are 
so few in number and are .of such char- 
acter as to make it unlikely that they 
will involve themselves in trouble. 


It is noted here with curiosity that 


the cablegrams so far received are so 
conflicting 
on 
one 
point, 
namely 


whether war has or has not been for- 
mally and officially declared, that it is 
not yet possible to decide what the 
state of affairs is. 


The common belief 
in diplomatic 


circles is that there has been no such 
thing as a formal declaration of war, 
and it is recalled that of late years it 
has become rather the rule than the 
exception to wage war actually with- 
out formal declaration. 
In the present 


case, however, the 
fact is regarded 


among diplomats as of the first impor- 
tance for the reason that the powers 
have given notice that the nation that 
is the aggressor in the conflict will not 
be permitted to reap any audvantage 
from a war. 
While Turkey may be 


strongly armed with evidence going to

sor, still if she herself has been the 
first to declare war formally, that fact 
must have technical weight in affect- 
lug the judgment of; the powers. 


The progress o£ hostilities is being 


watched with the Keenest interest in 
military circles here. 
Already there 


has been a great demand Cor accurate 
maps of the scene of the first outbreak 
and this has been responded to by the 
military Information bureau by giving 
orders Cor the preparation of such a 
map as was issued during the war be- 
tween China and Japan, a publication 
of great value to the student of war. 


It may be said that while the sympa- 


thies of the army officers lie largely 
with the Greeks they Cully expect that 
the Turks will prevail in the end if al- 
lowed to wage war untrammelled by 
the interfenence of other powers, and 
there are signs to indicate that such 
an arrangement has been reached by 
the principle military and naval pow- 
ers of Europe as will make this possi- 
ble. 


The war department experts say 


that Turkey, on paper at least, has one j 
of the most formidable armies in the 
world, and' although it is generally ad- 
mitted that its strength may not be 
anywhere near as large as thus set out 
still there actually 
exists a military 


force besides which that of Greece is 
absolutely insignificant in numbers. 
In addition to this numerical superi- 
ority the war department experts say 
that the Turkish forces for some time 
have had 
the 
benefit of the 
rough 


training by a number of German army 
officers, ttie best drill masters in the 
world. 


At present the Turkish commander- 


in-chief, Edhem Pasha, has at his back 
one of the ablest strategists in all Eu- 
rope in the preson of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Baron Comar von Goltz, a German 
officer, "loaned to Turkey by Emperor 
William." 


The president is taking an active in- 


terest in the 
struggle 
between the 


Greeks and the Turks, and is being 
constantly advised by the department 
of state as to the latest developments 
in the war. 


He wishes to insure the adoption of 


all proper and usual precautions for 
the protection of all American inter- 
ests in the Mediterranean. 


Secretary Sherman came over to the 


White House and the president imme- 
diately left all other business to con- 
fer with his premier on the subject. 
Secretary Sherman previously had a 
long talk with Mr. Angell, who, being 
about to start for Turkey the latter 
part of May, is naturally deeply con- 
cerned in the development of events 
in that turbulent quarter. 


With the fleet of American warships 


now off the Turkish shore it is felt 
that all that prudence could prescribe 
has been done. It may be that within 
a short time some question will arise 
that will involve action of some sort 
on our part, arising, perhaps, from at- 
tempts by both Turks and Greeks to 
blockade each other's ports, which 
possibly might interfere -with the in- 
troduction of some American products, 
but at present this is a remote contin- 
gency.
